Each of the three rooms between the 
vestibule and the bed-chamber showed 
marks of the tragedy. Mirrors were 
shattered, pictures were shot through, 
furniture broken, there were bullet 
holes in the door and the oil portraits 
of the King. which were in every room, 
and most of the latter were otherwise 
mutilated. Contrary to the 
understanding, but little: effort has 
been made to renovate the apartment, 
except where the carpenters were 
| making two new doors to replace 
those that had been blown to pieces 
at the time the conspirators forced 
their way into the rooms occupied by 
the King and Queen. 

The royal apartments were simply 
and tastefully furnished, chiefly in 
Oriental style, and presented a home- 
like appearance. The interior of the 
palace might have been more of a cou- 
— belonging to a prosperous Amer- 
can. 

The house of the King's adjutant, 
Lazar Parouvics, which was the first 
| atatcked. is even a greater wreck than 
the royal apartments in the palace. 
The entrance was completely destroyed 
by dynamite. The adjutant then es- 


caped unhurt, but be was killed later 


in the vestibule of the palace. A large 
blood stain marked the spot where the 
officer died.

and destruction in their trail. Then 
they would retreat into the basin, 
where none dared enter; nor could they 
if they would, for the roads were not 
then built, and the trail was known 
to the Indians only. These Indians were 
called the Tonto Apaches. Tonto is a 
— word, meaning crazy or fool- 
sh. 


Later on after the Indians had been 
subdued, Tonto Basin became the ren- 
dezvous of a fearless band of outlaws, 
called “The Tewksbury-Graham gang.” 
These outlaws were as great a menace 
to the settlers as the Indians. When 
I was a child it was a common occur- 
rence for my father to rush into the 
house, snatch his cartridge belt and 
gun from the closet, jump onto his 
horse and gall off with the rest of 
the men in hot pursuit of the desper- 
adoes. My mother was always anxious 
till he came home. However, he al- 
ways came home whole, although some 
of the other men were not 80 fortunate. 
If the pursuers came upon the outlaws 
before they reached Tonto Basin, a 
pitched battle ensued. On such occa- 
sions my father, although a brave 
man, seemed to know intuitively on 
which side of the pine tree to stay. If 
the outlaws reached Tonto Basin be- 
fore the pursuers, they were safe, for 
the trail was narrow and easily 
guarded. If the pursuers attempted 
to enter they were shot one by one as 
they entered. As a result the pursuers 
invariably denied themselves the pleas- 
ure of entering. 

In time the members of the gang be- 
gan to quarrel among themselves, and 
there followed what is known as the 
Pleasant Valley War.“ or the Tewks- 
bury-Graham feud.” Most of the bat- 
tles of the feud were fought on the 
banks of Cherry Creek, hence its name, 
“Pleasant Valley War.” It lasted a 
year or more, in which time every man 
in the gang, save one, met his death. 
That one was Ed. Tewksbury, who at 
the present time lives peacefully at 
Globe, Ariz. The stories he could tell 
of the life of an outlaw of Arizona in 
early days would pale the extrava- 
ganzas of Stevenson. 

After the Tewksbury-Graham gang 
annihilated itself, peace reigned in 
Tonto Basin and the surrounding coun- 
try. Energetic settlers entered the 
basin and established the stock ranches 
found there at the present time. Its 
clear streams are no longer polluted 
wit the blood of fighting brothers. 
Everlasting peace settled over the land, 
and now prosperity reigns.

Our Right to the Name. 
The Canadians complain of what 
they call Yankee presumption in 
speaking of the United States as 
America. They are newly exasperated 
by the removal of the official shield 
over the entrance of our embassy in 
London, which read “Embassy of the 
United States” and the substitution of 
one on which is inscribed in the 
brightest of gold letters: “American 
Embassy.” Mr. Choate has conformed 
to this change by having his cards to 
read “The American or.” 
The explanation of Secretary Hay is 
that there are other United States— 
in Brazil, Colombia and Mexico. He 
might have affirmed that it was the 
English who did most to fasten the 
name American on the citizen of this 
country. While a few Englishmen 
having close relations with Canada 
speak of this as “the States,” which 
ts Indefinite, every writer and orator 
of influence in Great Britain uses the 
larger term of “America.”

America, but their influence is domi- 
nating, even in Canada. In point of 
territory, population, wealth and all 
that is important there is little worth 
present consideration outside their 
boundaries. In time, no doubt, Can- 
ada will have many millions of pros- 
perous people, but also in time Canada 
will be a part of the great republic. 
In respect of the nominally British 
colony the change of habit from 
“United States” to “America’ is pro- 
phetic. 

As there has been no studied change 
of name for this nation, the use of 
“America” having been spontaneous 
because of the overwhelming and in- 
creasing importance of the unparal- 
leled republic, it would be absurd for 
our government to attempt to restrict 
even its own official name of “the 
United States,” but it would suggest 
mock-modesty to decline the eminence 
wuich the world has conceded to this 
expanding country. — [Philadelphia 
Record. 


Religious Newspapers. 

An investigation into the number 
and the circulation of religious news- 
papers in the United States has been 
made by the editor of the New World, 
a Roman Catholic paper published in 
Chicago; and it presents some inter- 
esting (and presumably authentic) 
facts. The Catholics have the largest 
number of papers, with the largest 
combined circulation—naturally de- 
cause they have the largest member- 
ship. Next comes the Methodists, then 
the Baptists, then the Presbyterians, 
then the Jews and then the Episco- 
palians. But there is only one Meth- 
odist church paper to every 53,000 
Methodists; one to every 38,500 Catho- 
lies; one to every 31,000 Baptists, and 
one to every 3100 Jews. 

The circulation of most of these 
papers is proportionate to church 


membership less than it formerly was. | 


Their average circulation is a 
more than 4000 copies each. The 
number of church papers shows a con- 
stant tendency to increase, for all the 
small sects have their own: but most 
of them show also a tendency to be- 
come (with all respect) a kind of 
Their dissemination of 
church news and of official informa- 
tion and the like is coming to be one 
of the principal reasons for the exist- 
ence of many of them. As a class they 
have less general influence on the 
whole community than they had a 
generation ago. But, on the other 
hand, the best weekly and monthly 
periodicals of serious purpose—the 
weeklies and monthliies that are not 
church pubications—give the whole re- 
ligious public a far better and more 
various religious literature than any 
public in any country ever before had. 
Religious literature is not declining— 
it is becoming broader and better— 
but what may be called sectarian lit- 
erature becomes less and less infiu- 
ential.—[World’s Work.

When 
the time for starting drew near the 
Constitution managed to get on the 
weather bow of the Reliance, as both 
headed to the westward on ede port 
tack, while the Columbia took a place 
astern of the two and so far away that 
the sharps thought she would get han- 
dicapped. in this order they wood to 
the southward and westward of the 
line, with the Reliance running 
through the lee o the Constitution 
and the Columbia taking a somewhat 
shorter route to the line. 

Then the Reliance veered off. wen 
around, and headed for the line, har 
ing, by superior speed, gained a lead 
on the Constitution. Bat just when 
Capt. Barr would have @riven the new 
defender at fine speed to the line, he 
found the old Columbia turning just 
ahead of him in such a fashion shat 
he had to keep off toward the north end 
of the line and in the lee of the old 
boat, while the Constitution cut across 
lots, 60 to speak, and made a clean 
dash toward the south end of the line. 
Meantime the starting signal had been 
given, and the two minutes espace al- 
lowed for crossing was almost gone. 
Every sailor who was watching the 
yachts thought that Barr had been 
outmaneuvered so badiy that he would 
not only be handicapped, but that he 
would have to work through Colum- 
bias lee once he was on his way. But 
while everybody locked on with eager 
gaze Barr veered the Reliance well off, 
and then with helm down shot up 
across the stern of “old Faithful,” and 
then, with sails hard full luffed out 
ahead of the Constitution. 
in the last twenty years, many fine 
bits of seamanship have been seen in 
races of this kind, but never any that 
was better done than that, and never 
was a sailing master so heartily ap- 
ded as Barr was the great 
throug of yachtsamen who were looking 
on.

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DEATH VEILED 
IN MYSTERY. 


— 


Contractor Believed 
Murdered in Mexico. 


— — 


Netoſon Brown Also a Victim of 
Bloody Assassins? 


Stactling Theory That They Were 
Killed by the Slayers of 
Mills and Cummings. 


Grief and mourning in the pretty cot- 
tage home of Anton Swensen on East 
Sixteenth street, over the death of the 
husband and father, are supplemented 
by a feeling of mystery, occasioned by 
the wording of the dispatch that con- 
veyed the saddest possible intelligence 
to his family. 

Added to the news of the fatality to 
Swensen is the conviction of his widow 
that he was murdered—not he alone, 
but that his friend and partner, New- 
ton Brown, also met his death at the 
hands of Mexican assassins—and more 
Startling still, that the murderers are 
the men who killed George L. Mills and 
James Cummings in this city. 

Anton Swensen was the well-knqwn

contractor of this city, who had been a 
resident for ovér sixteen years, and up 
to Saturday, the 6th inst., resided with 
his wife and four ehildren at No. 750 
East Sixteenth street. On that day he 
bade his family good-by and started 
for Mexico, where he held a half-inter- 
est in a mining claim with Newton 
Brown, whose home is at No. 1511 Echo 
Park road. 

Yesterday Mrs. Swensen received a 
telegram from Ramon Vasquez, a mer- 
chant at Nogales, Ariz.. which is near 
the Mexican border. It was exceed- 
ingly brief, simply saying: 
Mr. Swensen died accidentally today 
at Atil.” 

Mrs. Swensen is positive that her 
husband has met with foul play, and 
will place no other interpretation upon 
the language of the dispatch. She at 
once telegraphed to Vasquez to send 
the body to Los Angeles. 

The camp of Atil is in Sonora, Mex., 
sixty miles south of Nogales, and fifty 
miles from any railroad, and late yes- 
terday, in response to the telegram to 
send the body, another telegram 
came from Vasquez in these words: 
“Body in Mexico, fifty miles from a 
railroad: have no particulars; have 
mailed you letter.“

and took charge of the work, and word 
has been regularly received from him 
by his wife as well as by Swensen, up 
to six weeks ago, when his correspond- 
ence suddenly ceased, and no word has 
been received from him since.

For some weeks Mrs. Brown has been 
constantly going to the home of Mrs 
Swencen for consolation, and looking 
in vain for some word from her hus- 
band. Yesterday Mra. Brown was the

office. When sten together, there ap- 


peared to be a question as to which was 
the greater sufferer—she who had been 
told that her husband was dead, or 
she who was racked by uncertainty: 
Said Mrs. Swensen: 

“I feel sure my husband has been 
killed, and that whoever killed him had 
first killed Mr. Brown.“ 

Her words sent the color flying from 
the face of Mrs. Brown, who said 
plaintively: 

“Well, I don't know what to think 
about it, but I will hope for the best.” 

“I just know it is so,” insisted Mrs. 
Swensen. “The murderer first killed 
Mr. Brown, and took possession of the 
mine, and when my husband appeared, 
be was killed, also.“ 

Mrs. Swensen advanced startling ar- 
guments as to why she felt so certain 
concerning the fate of both her hus- 
band and Brown, but they lacked con- 
firmation last night, and whether they 
have any foundation or not will depend 
upon the details of the death of Swen- 
sen. She said: 

MRS. SWENSEN’S THEORY. 

“I believe that three or four Mex- 
icans, who have been about the city 
sometimes, but who do not live here, 
are responsible for the death of my 
husband. 

“TI also believe that they are respon- 
sible for the murder of Mills and Cum- 
mings.” 

She referred to the murder of George 
L. Mills, of the Syndicate Loan Com- 
pany, and of James Cummings, who 
was killed in a feed-yard on Los An- 
geles street. 

“These Mexicans,” she said, were 
in some way connected with Mills in 
a mining deal, and besides this, they 
were in some way mixed up with two 
women, one of whom wanted to marry 
Mills, but he married another woman 
instead. I believe these fellows put 
him t of the way. Cummings was 
also concerned with these same women, 
and likely became bad friends wee the 
men.

Five Rioters Appear Again and Plead 


Degenerates of the Red Light District.

A jury in Justice Austin’s Police 
Court yesterday noon convicted E. C. 
(Poker!) Davis and W. M. Minyard 
of the crime of gambling, in that they 
did, then and there. play the game 
of draw poker for money. The jury 
was out half an hour. Justice Austin 
ordered the defendants to appear be- 
fore him Friday morning for sentence.

But Capt. Auble swore that he had 
seen, from his station on the fire es- 
cape, money paid for those same chips 
and had obserted the operation of

nus WITH CITIZENS. 


In the public mind there seefns to 
be an almost unanimous choice for 
the site of the new convention hall 
und that site is the Childs place. At 


least a dezen people, all of them men 


whose opinion carries weight in the 
business, politics, or other affairs of 
this municipality, were interviewed 
yesterday, and each one of them was 
emphatically in favor of this location. 

Said W. H. Reuss an eastern archi- 
tect who has recently come to Los An- 
‘Seles county: “I say let us have a 
d@avention hall on this spot. It is the 
‘one which seems to meet the demands 
of growth. Remember that we are 
builuing not only for _the Methodist 
Conference but perha for some great 
national political convention of the fu- 
ture. 

“This site is surrounded by 
streets, fronting on one side on Main 
street, paved and full of traffic from 
morning til night, and on the other. 
on Hill street, certainly a coming thor- 
oughfare. Certainly the accessibility 
of the place by every car line, almost, 
should speak loudly in its favor, even 
if it had nothing else to commend it. 

“If they are going to build, there is 
no time for delay. Every minute is 
precious now. I know that contractors 
igure on just such amounts of time— 
which of course would be all right if 
they allowed for delays. The bigger 
the structure the more probable are 
delays, and all the more tedious when 
they do come. I think the plan pre- 
sented in last Sunday's Times is very 
good indeed. and with some modifica- 
tions would serve the purpose admir- 
ably. But the hall should be well 
built, and not rushed to completion at 
the expense of stability, beauty and al- 
most everything else at the last min- 
ute. If the municipality fools around 
all summer, and perhaps on into the 
fall before making any decisive moves, 
the Methodist World Conference, 
which, I believe, means a great deal 
for this part of the country, will as- 
suredly have to be entertained else- 
where.” 


Said Len Behymer who has managed 
some of the biggest attractions which 
have visited this city during the past 
hilf-dozen years: Upon the erection 
of this convention hall depends the fu- 
ture of great music in Los Angeles. 
We cannot support—as indeed can no 
other city—a theater of sufficient size 
to hold metropolitan opera audiences, 
and without some sort of decent house 
these things will cease to visit us. 

“A convention hall is presmmentiy 
adapted to holding & great opera com- 
pany like Graus aggregation. I 
helped manage the first big musical 
event in Kansas City's vast convention 
building. We surrounded the stage 
with a big shell, which reached almost 
to the roof; we built a platform 20 feet 
wide clear across the house in front 
of this for the orchestra; we arranged 
thousands of seats with due regard to 
sight and sound, and we had a place 
which easily accommodated all comers, 
** which was easily med with the 
singers’ voices. All the big musical 
organizaticns which have visited Kan- 
eae City since have with few excep- 
tions taken that convention hall. It 
has held the Duss orchestra, Ellery’s 
Itallan band three or four times, and 
several great horse shows and athletic 


carnivals of various kinds. 
‘When the horse show comes around.

shay clear the cement floor, build a row 
of boxes about three feet above the 
ground levd all around the arena thus 
manufactured, and strew the whole in- 
terior with a heavy coating of tan 
bark. I have seen cavalry, eight 
abreast, leap hurdle after hurdle, and 
never injure the floor a bit.

“As an advertising medium for the 
town great musica! organizations, it 
must be admitted, are almost unex- 
celled. When Calvé opened Graus 
season by giving Carmen! in this 
city two years ago, that fact greeted 
the eyes of men in a dozen countries, 
all over the civilized wor.d, in the type 
of their breakfast newspapers the 
next morning. 

“Kansas City’s convention hall first 
fell to a ring of politicians, and it was 
a very losing proposition for the city. 
Finally, however, it came into 
management of men in the show busi- 
ness, who fully understood the = 
quirements, and since then it has paid. 
Give us a convention hall on. the 
Childs place as soon as possible, and 
put it in the hands of men who won't 
— a political job out of it— that's 
all.” 


— — 

Says Dr. W. M. Lewis: “I think the 
Childs place preéminently adapted to 
the convention hall. Build it in the 
center of the lot, surround it with 
handsome trees, let its architectural 
and decorative ideas be in keeping, 
and the city will have something which 
will not only be useful, but orna- 
mental as well. 

“This Childs property is located in 
an almost perfect position as far as 
street car traffic is concerned. It can 
be reached by the Main street, Uni- 
versity, Pico Heights and Grand-ave- 
nue lines of the Huntington system; by 
the Hollywood and Santa Monica cars 
of the Los Angeles Pacific road; by 
the Redondo line, and by the green 
“Traction cars. All of these lines either 
run directly by, or are within very 
convenient walking distance. 

“With such facilities, I do not see 
where one could look for a more de- 
sirable property, even if indtvidual 
holdings could be bought up in another 
block. Magnificent facilities and pleas- 
ant and beautiful surroundings make it 
a doubiy favorable location, providing, 
of course, it can be secured at a price 
at all reasonable.” 


— 

Thomas J. Cleveland believes that 
should the lot prove too large for con- 
vention hall purposes, it might be par- 
celed out- again, and resold to consid- 
erable advantage. Gaid he: “This 
Childs land will be a good buy for the 
city, simply for its increase in value, 
if nothing more. Of course we need a 
convention hall, but leaving that out 
of the question, the whole investment 
would be a good thing for the town. 
The city is ‘growing just in that direc- 
tion; every vear there are more ind 
more demands for property in that 
ne hborhood which can't be filled, ex- 
eept at fancy prices; it is almost a 
certain thing that if the city doesn't 
take a valuable piece of fand lke 
that, some one else will in a few years 
cupt it up into lots and put it on the 
market at a fancy price. 

“Suppose it should be found de-estr- 
able to use a portion of the ground. 
Then the frontage could be on Main 
street, and a row of lots could be taken 
off on Hill street, running clear down 
from Eleventh to Twelfth streets. An 
alley could be cut at the back, with 
Suitable fences, and the building prop 
erty would in no way injure the mu- 
nicipal tract, while the convention It 
would probably materially raise the 
) price of the other. In that way a con- 
siderable reimbursement could de had.”
